Throughout 
tha day only the Pong San column waa 
engaged The Chinese defenses had 
suffered greatly, but tha losses on 
either side were small, both the Chi- 
nese and Japanese having taken ad- 
vantage of all the shelter available. 
The Japanese troops, however, ha" 
gained some advance in the positioni 
The firing continued at intervals dui 
ing the night, and in the meantime two 
Japanese flanking columns had formed 
a cordon around the Chinese. At 3 
o'clock in the morning an attack was 
made by the Japanese columns simul 
taneously, and with admirable precis 

The Chinese lines, which were sc 
strong in front, were found to be weak 
in the rear, and here the attack was t 
perfect success. The Chinese were 
taken completely by surprise and » er« 
thrown into a panic. Hundreds wert 
cut down and those who escape! death, 
finding themselves surrounded st ever} 
point, broke and fled.
